A Meeting of the Boston Amateur Radio Club was held on Thursday, July 15, on the Zoom teleconferencing platform. 


The club elected its new officers for the 2021-2022 season. It was a wonderful meeting, and we, for the first time in a 
long time, now have all of our officer positions fully staffed!

BARC Field Day, 2021 - Doc Kinne, KE1ML / M7RCK, and the BARC Club 


Field Day 2021 was again one for the record books, affected again by COVID as it was. Again, individual BARC 
members held Field Day on their own, or in very small groups, contributing to the club total. Wonderfully, however, 
this year we have pictures which we present here! 


For some of us, it was the first people we’d had in our homes since the beginning of the COVID Pndemic. 
Joe Chapman, NV1W writes: 


Well, I saw N1QD get spotted on Saturday morning so I assume the NH team was properly set up well in advance. I 
tried doing some FT8 during Field Day, and even tried it with a version of wsjtx not under N1MM control (which I 
know works) but no luck. Must have messed something up. I also forgot that digital modes delight in draining your 
battery! 


I thought the big yellow Energy Bar would last a lot longer than it did, so I had to switch it out Saturday evening. The 
rules don't allow you to recharge batteries off commercial power during the event, so I then went through 2 Bioenno 
and 2 A-123 batteries before I finally called it a wrap a little after 11:00 am Sunday. I ended up with 2 SSB and 50 
CW contacts on 20 and 40 meters for 510 points thanks to the QRP multiplier. 


Steve was at the mic for one of the SSB contacts, his first, and Mike cooked us up some traditional Field Day burgers. 
It looks like the club will have another chef to help at next year's FD! I contacted some familiar stations but nobody 
from BARC. I did made a contact right after NV1N at one point--the operator probably thought he was hearing an 
echo. 
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There weren't any KL7 stations on the ARRL FD map, and, there didn't appear to be any evidence of them anywhere 
during the hours that VOACAP thought I had the best chance of making a contact, so WAS will have to wait a while 
longer.

I had some family things to attend too and was originally supposed to be at work. So i had not researched the rules for 
field day and had not planned to operate. 


On Saturday I visited the Great Hill in Weymouth to finally meet some of the 'gang’, there was only a few left when I 
got there after 6pm. Got to operate a ICOM 7300 and meet a few local hams. Rob Farquhason had a 40M/20M dipole 
which did really well. We heard several UK stations and they snagged a contact with Russia. I made a few contacts, 
but just casually and didn’t write down any details. Didn't take very many pictures unfortunately either. 


Sunday I took a drive out to Natick to visit the NE Science Tech group. I got to meet in the flesh KM1NDY and 
ACI1JR fellow POTA peeps. It was cool to see their club setup and meet all the various call signs I've heard on the 
radio. They gave me a tour of the facility and I even go to operate on 10Meters. 


I ended up having my radio and equipment in the car both times but never pulled it out. Inspired by the day and once 
Field Day officially ended I headed to a park on my way home, Mystic River Reservation. The temperature was 


beginning to cool and I found a nice shady area with a table. Racked up 36 contacts on 3 bands, 20, 17 and 15. I tried 
10 m for a bit, I could hear a few people but no contacts.

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Amateur Radio Has a New Census — Harold Pugh, Jr, KIRV

As the amateur radio community grows and evolves, the need to better understand the preferences and expectations of 
amateur radio operators worldwide becomes increasingly important. 


Inspired by the new licensees joining amateur radio’s ranks, and the seasoned ones who continue to believe in its 
value, Ham Census (hamcensus.org) is inviting all hams to take part in a unique survey. The project’s founders are 
looking forward to responses from both the United States and the rest of the globe, notably from Canadian neighbors 
to the north, the large Japanese and Thai ham communities, and all other operators worldwide. Questions deal with 
operating preferences, gear, the shack, views on regulations, clubs and associations, and importantly, about the future 
of amateur radio. 


K3MRI, co-admin of both Ham Census and Ham Community, says: “We wanted to give operators a louder voice to 
better inform club leaders, associations, manufacturers and also regulators.” He continues, “we all want the amateur 
radio community to grow organically and collaboratively, and for that we need to know what operators are thinking.” 
K3MRI and his team are counting on operators, clubs, organizations and even ham-related businesses, to spread the 
word ensuring there is a large sample of respondents of all ages, all interests, and all nationalities. 


Ham Census, which is divided into six parts, runs year-round delivering constantly updated results. The only caveat is 
that, though it is absolutely free for all to take and use, only those who complete all six parts of the Census have 
access to the full results. 


Importantly, after completing it, Ham Census is encouraging respondents to submit suggestions on how to improve 
both the questions and multiple choice answers, notably on everything that is cutting edge. 


As K3MRI states: “if there’s one thing all hams continue to prove, is that amateur radio innovation is alive and well.” 


Ham Census takes about 40 to 45 minutes to complete.
